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Progress in Fleet’s 
Communications Told 


By CAPT. S. C. HOOPER, U. S. N., 
Director Naval Communications. 
({OMMUNICATIONS in the Fleet have 

‘ shown marked improvement. The 
problems arising in connection with sub- 
marines and aircraft are many, and con- 
stant attention to this phase of com- 
munications has resulted in gratifying 
results. Communication competitions are 
in effect afloat and ashore and have done 
much to increase operating efficiency. 
The strides made in high frequency are 
great. The Navy has had no small part 
in this development which has greatly 
increased naval communication efficiency. 
The obsolete spark equipment has been 
replaced afloat and ashore with modern 
equipment. 

The Navy has been foremost in plac- 
ing its facilities at the disposal of air- 
craft making transoceanic flights and 
has encouraged the use of radio by air- 
craft making such flights in the interest 
of safety of life at sea. 

Reduce Radio Stations. 

Total radio stations, including com- 
pass stations, have been reduced from 
147 to 118, with a consequent decrease 
in cost of operation and maintenance. 

Civilian communication personnel em- 
ployed in the Navy Department has been 
reduced 6 per cent and enlisted per- 
sonnel in the Naval Communication 
Service on shore has been reduced 11 
per cent. 

The average delay on all radio cir- 
cuits in 1925 was at least four times as 
great as it is at the present time, and 
total traffic has increased approximately 
33'2 per cent. 

Save a Million Annually. 

Communications for other Government 
departments are now being handled at 
the rate of 6,500,000 original words per 
year, which represents an annual saving 
to the Government in excess of $1,000,- 
000. This traffic shows an increase of 
8 per cent since 1925,

Army Promotion Bill 
Passed by Senate 


HE Reed Army Promotion bill (S. 4) 
was unanimously passed by the Sen- 
ate this week without amendment, fol- 
lowing a unanimous report filed by the 


; Senate Military Committee last week. 


This measure as it now stands and as 
it will be referred to the House Military 
Committee for consideration is practi- 
cally identical with S. 3269, of the 70th 
Congress, as amended by the Senate 
Committee and adopted by the Senate 
on Feb. 16, and which was in conference 
when Congress adjourned March 4. This 
bill was printed in full in the Army and 
Navy Journal of Feb. 23, 1929. 


Bill Is Amended. 

The bill (S. 4), introduced this session 
by Senator David A. Reed, Chairman of 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee, 
was amended in the last meeting of the 
Senate Committee by striking out all 
parts except the title and inserting 
(S. 3269) of last session. 

The possibility of the bill being consid- 
ered by the House Military Committee 
this session is very small as the House 
Committee has not been organized and its 
chairman, Representative w. Frank 
James, has indicated that the committee 
will not be organized for business during 
the extra session, according to present 
plans. Keen opposition to the measure by 
the members of the lower branch of Con- 
gress, is anticipated in Congressional 
circles. 

Discussion Takes P!ace. 

In the disevssion which took place on 
the floor of the Senate when the bill came 
up for consideration, Senator Blaine ob- 
jected to the consideration of the bill on 
the grounds that, as there had been so 
much dispute and debate over the prop- 
osition, there should be a larger number 
of members on the floor. Senator Reed in 
his reply stated, “Of course, I should have 
no objection to that: but I will say to the 
Senator that the bill is exactly the form in 
which it passed the Senate unanimously 
last year. It was reported unanimously by 
the Military Affairs Committee at a meet- 
ing at which I think every member except 
the Senator from Wisconsin (Blaine) was 
present. He, I understood, was detained 
by other committee meetings. The bill 
was reported unanimously last year by the 
Military Affairs Committee, and passed, 
after a very full explanation, without a 
dissenting vote. If that had not been the 
case, T would not have suggested taking it 
up now.” Senator Blaine then stated, “I 
am not opposing the bill. It is a mere 


question of parliamentary procedure, 
whether or not we should pass such an 
important bill under unanimous consent 


in the absence of so many Senators.” Sen- 
ator Reed, “Let us settle the matter in 
this way: I will say to the Senator that 
if any member of the Senate indicates a 
desire to oppose or to have a further con- 
sideration of the bill I shall be glad to 
agree to a request for reconsideration. 
May we leave it that way? That will have 
the same effect as if every member of the 
Senate were here on the floor at this mo- 
ment.” Senator Blaine, “Is there any ob- 
jection to a quorum call?” Senator Reed, 
“No; not in the least, except that I 
thought we could dispense with the ne-

Magruder Case Pending 

INAL disposition of the case of Rear 

Adm. T. P. Magruder, U. S. N., 
“waiting orders” since November, 1927, 
which was expected to be taken this 
week, appears to have again been in- 
definitely postponed. 

Several influential members of Con- 
gress are known to have interested 
themselves in this case, but so far as is 
known have not made any specific rec- 
ommendations to the Department. 

Rumor has it that Admiral Magruder, 
in the event that he is restored to active 
duty but given any assignment that he 
does not consider commensurate with his 
rank, will offer his resignation, but there 
is no confirmation of this report. 

No inkling has been given as to 
whether the Department has decided 
to restore him to duty, place him on 
furlough, with its attendant: loss in com- 
pensation, or leave him indefinitely on 
his present status. 





Old and New Powder 


Qualities Discussed

(THE question is frequently asked why 

much of the smokeless powder man- 
ufactured during the World War has be- 
come unserviceable because of deteriora- 
tion, while powder charges which were 
loaded in shotguns and muskets 40 years 
or more ago are often found to be still 
in excellent condition. The old powder 
in question is black sporting powder, 
composed of saltpeter (potassium ni- 
trate), charcoal and sulphur. Smoke- 
less powder was used very little in this 
country prior to about 1892, when the 
ammunition companies began to make 
use of it. 

Black gunpowder, if kept dry, will re- 
main unchanged indefinitely. When ex- 
posed to dampness, however, the salt- 
peter, which is readily soluble in water, 
absorbs moisture and the powder de- 
teriorates. 

Modern smokeless powders used by 
the Army and Navy are composed 
chiefly of nitrocellulose although some 
types of both military and sporting 
powders contain in addition an appre- 
ciable quantity of nitroglycerin. Such 
powders have many obvious advantages 
over black powder. They permit the 
obtaining of much greater velocity and 
range without resorting to abnormally 
large powder chambers, because of the 
greater energy of the powder; they pre- 
vent the obscuring of targets by enor- 
mous clouds of smoke, and the fouling 
of bores by solid residues of combustion; 
they are safer to manufacture and to 
load. Unfortunately, as commonly 
manufactured, they do not have an un- 
limited life. They may undergo chem- 
ical decomposition, which will, in time, 
render them worthless, and may even 
cause spontaneous ignition if the heat 
evolved cannot dissipate. 

Acidity Decomposes. 

The tendency of nitrocellulose pow- 
ders to deteriorate is due chiefly to the 
difficulty of completely washing out all 
traces of free acid from the nitrated cot- 
ton fibers of which the powder is com- 
posed. These fibers, resembling hollow 
tubes, tenaciously retain in their interior 
minute traces of the nitric and sulphuric 
acids used in manufacture, in spite of 
an elaborate purification process com- 
prising pulping and long continued wash- 
ing with boiling water. Any such traces 
of acidity not removed tend to promote 
a gradual chemical decomposition of the 
powder—a decomposition which is 
further accelerated by exposure to ab- 
normal temperature of storage or to 
damp atmosphere. Both nitro-cellulose 
and nitroglycerin are subject to such de- 
composition. 

Although some smokeless powders 
manufactured under war-time conditions 
became unserviceable from deterioration 
in from 5 to 10 years, there are in exist- 
ence at the present time nitrocellulose 
powders manufactured as early as 1890 
to 1900, and the average life of powder 
made in peace-time is probably close to 
25 years. 

The writer has in his possession a 
much-prized sample of Indurite (a ni- 
trocellulose smokeless powder) manu- 
factured at the Naval Torpedo Station, 
Newport, R. L., by Dr. Charles E. Mun- 
roe, the inventor of this powder, in 1890. 
This represents probably the oldest ni- 
trocellulose powder of American origin. 
Its present excellent condition is no 
doubt largely due to the fact that the 
nitrocellulose was properly. purifiied and 
rendered nonhygroscopic by the addition 
of nitrobenzine in the powder.

U.S. ‘Marking Time’ 
On Naval Limitation

ENDNG the outcome of the British 
elections, this Government and the 

other naval powers apparently are 
“marking time” in the negotiations 
looking for further limitation of naval 
armament. ; 

Rear Adm. H. P. Jones and his asso- 
ciates at the Geneva ccnference are en 
route home and so far none of the 
powers has taken the initiative in fol- 
lowing up Ambassador Gibson’s sug- 
gestions for a new approach to the 
problem. 

The logical development would be for 
the American Government, having ad- 
vanced the proposal and having played 
most of its cards, to bide its time and 
wait for the other naval powers to make 
the next advance, and it seems probable 
that this will be the administration 
course. 

While no official information is being 
given out, it appears that our naval ex- 
perts are continuing to study the 
formula idea, working on the problems 
that such a proposal brings up and 
seeking “relative values” that offer a 
hope of agreement. 

Actual existence of any definite 
formula, a concrete proposal going into 
details, is doubtful. While Geneva re- 
ports indicated that Ambassador Gibson 
announced that the American had such 
a formula and was ready to submit 
it, all information from official sources 
here indicates that this was a step fur- 
ther than he went. Rather it is prob- 
able that he advanced the formula idea, 
formulated only to the point where it 
embraced broad principles rather than 
concrete proposals, with the view to hay- 
ing such detailed formula worked out 
later by mutual agreements and conces- 
sions in the event that the proposal was 
taken up by the other powers.

Economies of War 
By HON. BERNARD N. BARUCH, 
Chairman War Industries Board. 
T HAS been strongly urged that the 
lure of profit has been the cause of 
many wars—that, for example, was 
once Prussia’s most profitable industry. 
These statements, of course, refer to the 
seizure by victorious nations of con- 
quered territory and unwilling peoples. 
They refer also to the practice of some 
wealthy or crafty citizens of reaping 
personal gain, either by exploitation of 
conquered territory, or by profiteering at 
home. 

As to the former—national aggrandize- 
ment—President Wilson fathered a doc. 
trine that shall always govern us—that 
never a foot of territory would be added to 
our boundaries by force. So, as America 
has taken the lead toward making impos- 
sible national profit through war, it, too, 
may be America’s privilege to point the 
way toward making impossible individual 
profit through war. 

States Phenomena. 

Economic phenomena of every war have 
deen (1) shortage of everything: (2) al- 
most vertical rise of all prices to dizzy 
neights—inflation; (3) stagnation at the 
elose of the war; (4) deflation and eco- 
nomic collapses, sometimes requiring vears 
of hard times to induce a cure. 

Such a process tends to prostrate a na- 
‘Mon. It benefits practically nobody, al- 
though it is true that in the past a few 
adroit individuals have profited by acquisi- 
ston during the inflation and by avviding 
the effects of deflation. It is obvious that 
if this destructive cycle can be avoided it 
‘s felly not to do so. Further and far more 
mportant, if unusual profit, whether 
sional or individual, is a cause of war : 
if such profit can be taken out of war, 
is criminal not to do so. 

The example set and 
America for three decades of 
trom seizure of territory and President 
Wilson's high-minded announcement of 
this doctrine ought to go far to eradicate 
1ational profit. Let us consider the condi- 
tions of modern war and their bearing on 
var profiteering and national welfare. 

It has sometimes been said that the na- 
Jon of greatest economic resource will win 
any major conflict. This is not quite true. 
The truth is that the nation with the 
greatest resources, if it has organization 
and ability to use them, should usually 
prevail. The “IF” in this case is a big one. 
Thus Russia with inexhaustible resources, 
but without ability to mobilize them, was 
practically a side issue to Germany, which, 
with a far better industrial mobilization, 
maintained a gigantic conflict against the 
resources of the world for four long and 
bloody years. 

Preparedness Essential. 

The greatest pool of resource on earth 
is the United States, and it is clear beyond 
argument that the essential cornerstone of 
national defense should be provision for 
use of our resources in war. I will even 
venture the statement that this pool is soe 
great that, if properly organized, it could 
not only resist any atiack—it could keep 
the peace of the world. 

Conceiving another world struggle, if it 
were possible to utilize our economic struc- 
ture to the maximum for defense and yet 
preserve it from impairment throughout 
the struggle, we should have accomplished 
something never done before. 

Finally, if we could conduct war with a 
negligible interference with the peace-time 
occupations of our people we should create 
such a national morale during the conflict 
as to insure victory. 

Vast Purchasing System. 

Now, I believe that toward the end of 
the World War we had developed in this 
country an organization ind o set of prin- 
ciples capable of doing every one of the 
wonderful things I have just enumerated. 
I say “toward the end” because at the be- 

inning we were going through the same 
lind and stumbling errors that have beset 
every nation in every war in history. 

We had seven buying bureaus in the 


maintained by 
refraining 











War Department alone. These, en. barking 
overnight on a vast purchasing program, 
were competing all over the country with 
each other, with the Navy, Shipping Board, 
Allies, Red Cross and a host of other agen- 
cies—not to mention the normal buying to 
support the unarmed mass of citizens 
which constitutes the nation. 

You all remember what happened. Prices 
soared. Secarcities developed everywhere. 
People profiteered. Confusion, irritation, 
congestion and amazing inefficiency marked 
the situation at every aspect. Our normal 
producing power actually declined. We 
were impaired from the commercial, .ndus- 
triel and financial sides and what was far 
more distressing, we were impaired from 
the mititary side, both in moraie and in ac- 
tual production <f materials. “Disgraceful” 
is not too strong a term to apply to the 
spectacle of a nation with our resources, 
man-power and aptitude for organizution 
wallowing in such a mire. 

I shall not burden you with the detailed 
steps that brought order out of this chaos 
amd welded the whole nation at the armi- 
stice into the most powerful war-engine the 
world has ever seen, It is sufcient to sup. 
port my assertion to describe briefly the 
situation at the close. 

Classified Man-power. 

1. We had classified our man-power and 
were taking from the colors only those 
who could be spared with least interfer- 
ence with the economic and domestic pat- 
tern constituting the great machine for 
production which we had prepared to sup- 
port the vast army which had been raised 
and armed in 18 months. Toward the close 
of the World War the question of relative 
essentiality of industries was determined 
hy the Priorities Committee of the War In- 
dustries Boar in conference with authori- 
ties controlling the draft. 

2. We had seized a control of the confu- 
sion in buying and hac funneled all re- 
quirements through the War Industries 
Roard. 

3. We had assumed control of our great 
pool of resources in money, materials and 
facilities. We rationed it out to the mili- 
tary forces, our own people and the 
Allies, under the guiding principle of maxi- 
mum military effect with minimum inter- 
ference with the rormal economic and do- 
mestic pattern of the nation. 

4, We had checked inflation, vastly in- 
creased available supplies and in doing all 
this had learned and prepared a new indus- 
trial technique which to my mind is largely 
responsible for the amazing post-war pros- 
perity of the United States. 

Cooperation Stressed. 

I have used the words “We classi- 

took ... assumed control... ra- 
checked ... and so forth.” Those 
are words peculiarly repugnant to the 
average American, and I must explain 
them. When I say “we” I mean the Ameri- 
can people. It is literally true, that no 
bureau of the Government is an arbitrary 
act of its own took, seized, or controlled 
anything. It is equally true that every 
economic or professional group, as well as 
the people as a whole controlled them- 
selves through cooperative loyalty and 
devotion. 

Take as an example the organization of 
the War Industries Board. Toward the end 
of the war it was actually at one with the 
States which had been marshaled into its 
various strata of related commodities or 
facilities, each strata heading up in the 
Board and absolutely responsive to every 
impulse dictated by the needs of govern- 
ment, faithful to the guiding principle— 
maximum efficiency, least interference. 

How was this done? By purely volun- 
tary cooperation. Each stratum or group 
wus represented on the Board by a com- 
mittee consisting of the leaders of those 
groups. With these men sat, either as co- 
equal members or as_ consultants always 
available, responsible representatives of the 
various buying groups: the Army, the 
Navy, the Allies, etc. Closely associated 
with all of these committees were the Ad- 
ministrative Depertments of the Board it- 
self—the Priorities Committee, where the 
relative essentiality of various needs was 
determined and where the process ef ra- 
tioning shortage items was carried on; the 
Price-Fixing Committee, where was deter-

Systematic Groups. 

The heads of these administrative de- 
partments and men whe speke for this 
great group of commodity sections, for the 
Army, the Navy and the Allies, constituted 
the War Industries Board itself—a sort of 
super Board of Directors. Presiding over 
this Board was its chairman, to whom had 
been delegated all the Constitutional and 
statutory power of the President to control 
the industry of America. 

But this great voluntary 
association differed somewhat from the 
usual corporate Board of Directors. While 
on the one hand power was lodged in the 
chairman and not in a majority of the 
members; on the other, few, if any, orders 
were handed down to the Sections or Ad- 
ministrative Departments. Problems were 
handed down. I recall only one instance 
where the chairman was called upon to de- 
cide a question and on re-reference the 
particular section solved this problem as 
the sections had solved all ethers—by co- 
operation dnd voluntary agreement. 

It was economic “local self-government.” 
It was typical American business perform- 
anee. It was the most magnificent exhibi- 
tion of self-sacrificing devotion, loyalty and 
efficiency it has been my pleasure to 
observe.

name, the most powerful nation on earth— 
all this in the inierest not only of our own 
defense, but of the peace of the whole 
world: to leave our economic machine at 
the end of the war not enly unimpaired but 
vastly bettered by the experience of com- 
pact organization, close cooperation and 
improved facilities; and, finally to preserve 
to the highest degree throughout the con- 
flict the morale of our civil population. 
How can these things be done’ 

We must remember that when we en- 
tered the last war many prices had already 
soared to unusual heichts by reason of 
competitive Allied buying in our markets. 
When price-fixing was authorized by Con- 
gress it was used te check this mad up- 
ward swirl but there had already begun the 
vicious circle of higher commodity prices, 
necessitating higher living cests. necessi- 
tating higher labor costs. and so back to 
higher commodity prices and so on all ever 
again forever. The newly egiven power 
coukd slow up, check and moderate this 
process, but it could not step it altegether. 
The inter-relation of these causes and ef- 
fects is too delicate and complex te handle 
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before the process commence |! 
Universal Control. 

In the event of future m 
first step should be to give the President 
power whenever Congress determines that 
the emergency exists or is threatened, to 
proclaim that the price of every thing and 
service shall be the same the latest 
day previous to the emergency when there 
was a peace-time relationship between the 
people and activities of the nuiien.

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Good Favors Conscription 
(Continued from First Page) 
tial item in mobilization—manpower— 
would be certainly and quickly available. 

“As the proposed legislation does not 
require any expenditure during time of 
peace, it has not been submitted to the 
Director of the Bureau of the Budget.” 

In this connection, J. T. Taylor, vice 
chairman of the American Legion Na- 
tional Legislative Committee, has an- 
nounced the Legion’s opposition to the 
pill, charging that the War Depart- 
ment’s plan of comscripting men be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 45 for fight- 
ing, in the event of war, and ignoring 
Government control over factories, 
transportation, food, materials, money, 
labor and profiteering is a theory of 
national defense which was discarded at 
the end of the World War. 

It was further stated that equal serv- 
ice from all and special profit for none 
has been the watchword of the Legion 
since the war and this is provided under 
the universal draft bill which the Legion 
has backed for seven years and which 
is now pending in Congress under the 
name of the Reed-Wainwright resolu- 
tion. 

“The War Department bill would draft 
the youth of our nation to go into the 
trenches, but is silent upon the war 
profiteer, the control of prices, food, 
industry, capital, labor and profits in 
the event of war,” Mr. Taylor declared. 
“Under the War Department plan, the 
unequal burdens of past wars would be 
continued into future wars. -Under the 
Legion’s plan, in the event of war, there 
would be no slackers and no profiteers. 
The Legion is opposed to this War De- 
partment bill.” 

Mr. William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, stated 
this week that, while he had not t':.-- 
oughly examined the provisions of the 
bill, he at least believed that it lacked 
those provisions of the American Le- 
gion’s bill, which had found disfavor in 
the Federation. Organized labor, he 
added, has not been disposed to favor 
militant measures generally, but it had 
endorsed the universal draft during the 
World War and has strongly supported 
the C. M. T. C. movement and would 
continue to do so. He stated that the 
Executive Council of the Federation, 
which will meet next week, will proba- 
bly take some cognizance of the con- 
scription measure. 

Opposition Varied. 

Keen opposition to the bill was indicated 
in the Senate later in the week. Senator 
Reed on the floor of the Senate made the 
following statement, followed by a discus- 
hetween Borah and Reed: 
Mr. President, in the newspapers and in 
the Senate there has been some discussion 
of a compulsory military service bill which 
I introduced a few days ago. I desire to 
say that that bill was sent to me with a 
large number of other bills from the War 
Department, and, following our practice 
for many years, was introduced as a mat- 
ter of course by the chairman of the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee. The same prac- 
tice has heen followed in the House. 

I do not mean by the introduction of 
those hills to intimate that they have my 
personal support, and, if I think measures 
so introduced are not wise, I never hesi- 
tate to oppose them when the Committee 
fomes io consider them: but I believe that 
the Department is entitled to have bills 
prepared by it intreduced and considered 
in the Committee.

(Continued from First Page) 
ment in this country has been concen- 
trated upon the production of improved, 
flashless, nonhygroscopic smokeless pow- 
ders, with gratifying results, and much 
attention has also been devoted to the 
study of proposed methods of purifying 
nitrocellulose. It has been proven by 
exhaustive tests that powders of the 
nonhygroscopic type are able to with- 
stand exposure to abnormal storage con- 
ditions (high temperature and moist at- 
mosphere) to a far greater extent than 
those which will absorb several per cent 
of moisture in a saturated atmosphere, 
and it is believed that when it is possi- 
ble to prepare nitrocellulose in a practi- 
cal manner entirely free from acidity 
and unstable impurities, the life of 
smokeless powder will be practically un- 
limited.

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PLANS MADE TO TRAIN NAVY AIRSHIP CREWS. 


FREORGANIZATION of the lighter-than-air forces of the Navy in preparation 
for the construction of the two new Navy airships, will be completed next 
month, it was announced this week. A program of expansion which will provide 
for the training of crews for the new ships has been inaugurated under direction 
of Secretary of the Navy Adams. 

The reorganization includes the creation of a school for dirigible officers, to be 
known as the Rigid Airship Training and Experimental Squadron at Lakehurst 
Naval Air Station, which will be commanded by Lt. Comdr. Charles E. Rosendahl. 

The new dirigible school will receive its first class June 15, when 16 Naval of- 
ficers who have had no previous dirigible training will begin the course. Among 
the officers who have been assigned to this schcol are: Lt. A. Hede, Lt. C. F. Miller, 
Lt. H. H. Pickens, Ens. J. A. Greenwald, Ens. C. S. Rounds, and Ens. T. M. Whelan. 

Lt. Comdr. Rosendahl’s post as commander of the Los Angeles will be filled by 
Lt. Comdr. H. V. Wiley, who is now executive officer of the ship, it is reported. 
It is understood that Lt. Comdr. Rosendahl and Lt. Comdr. Wiley will take over 
command of the two new dirigibles. 


GEN. FRIES RETIRES AFTER 31 YEARS. 
M*: GEN. AMOS A. FRIES, who recently completed his tour of duty as Chief 
-"* of the Chemical Warfare Service, retired this week after a service in the 
Army that commenced in 1898. His early experiences included service against the 
Moros, in the Corps of Engineers, during which he was associated with Capt. 
J. J. Pershing. In May, 1917, he attained a Lieutenant Colonel’s rank, and in 
August following became a Colonel in the National Army. 

He was assigned as Chief of Gas Service and later as Chief of Chemical War- 
fare Service, A. E. F. For his labors “Over There” he received the Cross of 
Commander, Legion of Honor, from France, and the Cross of the Companion of 
St. Michael and St. George, from England, as well as the Distinguished Service 
Cross from the United States. He served as commandant at Edgewood Arsenal 
after the World War and on February 28, 1920, he relieved Maj. Gen. W. L. 
Sibert as Chief of Chemical Warfare Service, U. S. A., in which capacity he 
served until March of this year. He was given the rank of Major General Feb- 
ruary 24, 1925, for the duration of his tour of duty. A vacation constitutes Gen. 
Fries’ plans for the immediate future, it was learned. 








DWIGHT DAVIS OFFERED ISLAND POST. 
‘TWO questions that have piqued public curiosity since the Hoover administration 
went into office may be settled within the coming week—the future activities 
of ex-Secretary of War Dwight F. Davis and the successor of Secretary of State 
Stimson as Governor General of the Philippines. 

The White House announced on May 15 that Mr.. Davis had been offered the 
Governor Generalship, and that other names would not be considered pending his 
decision. It is thought that Mr. Davis’ acceptance is contingent upon his family’s 
willingness to leave their St. Louis home for an extended stay in the Islands. 





NEW MOTOR PERFECTED BY NAVY. 
A NEW type of airplane motor which will profoundly affect present design and 
~™ performance has been perfected by the Navy Department after five year’s ex- 
perimentation, it has announced this week. The new engine is to be more ruggedly 
built, more compact and with a lower consumption of gasoline. 

It was found, after experimentation with anti-freeze liquids, that Ethylene glycol 
functioned so well in high temperature motors that it was possible to completely 
change the design and eliminate the radiator altogether. The new motor has been 
found to have great advantage over the air-cooled engines, and it also permits of 
an increase in the compression ratio, and the general efficiency, and to permit a 
decrease in the consumption of fuel. 





BILL PROVIDES AIDES FOR CHIEF OF STAFF. 

O AUTHORIZE the Chief of Staff of the Army to select aides as provided by law 
” for a major general, is the purpose of a bill (H. R. 2896) introduced in the House 
this week. The bill would entitle the aides to the additional pay provided by law 
for aides to a major general. 

In the letter of transmittal from the War Department, accompanying the bill, it 
was stated that the present law does not allow the Chief of Staff aides as he is a 
general officer of the General Staff. It was further stated that the War Depart- 
ment favors the enactment of this measure because the Chief of Staff’s need in his 
duty and position, for the service of aides is as great as that of general officers of 
the line. 

REAR ADM. DYSON AWARDED D. S. M. 

DISTINGUISHED SERVICE MEDAL has been awarded to Rear Adm. C. W. 

Dyson, U. S. N., ret., by the President. The medal was awarded for excep- 
tionally meritorious service to the Government while in charge of the Design Divi- 
sion of the Bureau of Engineering, and particularly for the design of the propellers 
of the aircraft carriers Saratoga and Lexington and many other naval vessels which 
have been made by him personally and which have proven very successful on trials, 
the letter of citation stated. As a result of his ability, study and application, he 
is recognized as one of the foremost authorities {n the world in field of propeller 
design, the letter further stated. 

Rear Adm. Dyson is now on duty with the Naval War Claims Board, of the Navy 
Department. He was also awarded the Navy Cross for his service during the 
World War. 

MARINE CORPS OFFICERS COMMENDED. 

The Navy Board of Awards this week arnounced that eight officers and men of 
the Marine Corps have been awarded letters of commendation for duty performed 
in Nicaragua. 

Maj. W. W. Buckley received a special letter of commendation from the Secre- 
tary of the Navy for his work in connection with the recent-Nicaraguan elections. 
Set. E. Riggs and Cpls. W. B. Patterson, W. A. Wampflier, M. F, O’Donnell and 
C. P. Gentry were commended by the Major General Commandant of the Marine 
Corps for gallantry in action. Cpl. I. H. Ford and Pvt. R. S. Guthrie received 
special letters of commendation from the Secretary of the Navy for saving lives 
in the treacherous currents of the Coco River. 








NAVY OUTLINES PROCEDURE FOR RHODES SCHOLARSHIPS. 


i CONNECTION with the Navy Department’s decision to permit a _ limited 

number of midshipmen and graduates of the Naval Academy to compete for a 
Rhodes scholarship, the Bureau of Navigation has sent out complete summary 
of the regulations and other information, the procedure to be followed and the 
eligibility requirements imposed by the Bureau, 

After pointing out that the stipend is fixed at 400 pounds per year in addition 
to naval pay and allowances, the circular letter gives the eligibility clauses and 
information as to how the candidates may apply. 

The nominations will rest with a Committee of Selection in each State and the 
candidates will first be selected by the Academy. Application must be made to 
the Maryland committee and a form is provided for this. 





RUMORS HINT AT WILEY’S RETIREMENT. 
VIRTUALLY all of the changes among the higher commands in the Navy have 
been completed, the only important assignment still open being command of 
the Twelfth Naval District. 

Adm. H. A. Wiley will probably go to the General Board where he will be the 
senior member. In the event that he ask for retirement, which rumors from the 
Fleet indicate he is considering, Adm. M. L. Bristol will become the senior mem- 
ber of the Board. He has been ordered to the Board with permission to return to 
the States from the Asiatic Station following his being relieved by Rear Adm. 
C. V. McVey, jr., on Sept. 9, and will therefore report at the department early 
in December. 

Capt. Adolphus Andrews, now commanding the Submarine Base, New London, 
Conn., has been selected to command the U. S. S. Texas, relieving Capt. J. R. 
Defrees, who is to Le Inspector of Ordnance in charge Naval Torpedo Station, 
Newport, R. I.

RETURNING OFFICER NOTES ARMY IDEA ADOPTION, 

T. COL. BRAINERD TAYLOR, Q. M. C., who recently returned to the Motor 

Transportation Section, Quartermaster General’s Office, after a six years’ duty 

in the Philippines and elsewhere, found a significant change in his professional 

sphere of interest. In 1923 his office was occupied with the problem of coordinating 

transportation systems in emergency, chiefly with a view to connecting up railroad 

termini by auxiliary lines. Outside of planning by the Army, however, the idea of. 

the control of such auxiliaries, or intimate relations with them by the railroads, 
found little or no favor at that time. 

One of the first magazine articles that struck Col. Taylor on his return to this 
country was one appearing over the signature of Gen. Atterbury, president of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, explaining how and why his railroad was utilizing that 
system. The Pennsylvania, Col. Taylor assumes, derived its idea from the World 
War transportation situation, as the Quartermaster Corps did; but his point was 
that other than military devices are occasionally visualized by the Army long before 
the civilian world reduces them to practice. 





HONORS AWARDED MARINE CORPS PERSONNEL. 
IGHT letters of commendation to officers and men of the Marine Corps forces 
on duty in Nicaragua and the award of the Distinguished Service Medal to 
Maj. H. L. Larsen for services in the World War were announced by the Navy 
Department on May 16. 

Maj. Larsen was awarded the medal for exceptionally meritorious services with 
the Third Battalion, Fifth Marines in the battles of Chateau-Thierry, Soissons, 
the Marbach sector and the St. Mihiel offensive and later, in command, of the 
battalion in the battles of the Champagne and the Argonne Forest. Born in 
Chicago in 1890, Maj. Larsen had before received the Navy Cross and the Croix 
de Guerre and was twice cited for gallantry in action.

Adams Talks on Defense

BILL INCREASES W. O. PAY. 

A bill (S. 1029), providing an addition 
of 5.per cent of their base pay to Army 
and Marine Corps warrant officers, for 
each three years of service in the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, or Public Health 
Service up to 30 years, in lieu of the 
increase provided in the Act of June 
10, 1922, was introduced recently. 

Retired warrant officers and retired en- 
listed men entitled to the pay of warrant 
officers are to have their retired pay re- 
edjusted on the basis of active pay as de- 
termined by Section 1 of this act. 








PROSPECTS FOR BILLS REMOTE. 

Prospects for actual accomplishments 
on the naval measures pending in the 
extra session of Congress are growing 
more remote. High hopes had been held 
that action would be secured particularly 
on the Line Personnel bill. the Marine 
Corns Personnel bill and the Shore Es- 
tablishment measure. but little progress 
has been made and the outlook is none 
too encouraging.

Hiditor, Army and Navy Journal: 

oTu the Army and Navy secure . en- 
B listed personnel in times of peace from 
the same source—young Americans within 
certain prescribed age limits, to serve 
i period of years in voluntary serv- 
ice. Hach service shoukl be able te offer 
the same inducements in the matter of 
pay, else one will have the advantage in 
procurement.

(a) Army Recruit, $21. Within 6, 9 or

The applicants generally know. of this— 
that’s why the Army takes many Navy 
“rejects.” Ask any Recruiting Officer. 

(hy) Longevity Pay. After four years’ 
serviee, the sailor receives an increase of 
10 per cent. The soldier receives a 5 per 
cent increase after four years. 

Thus, the sailor receives maximum 
longevity pay at the end of 16 years and 
enjoys it for 14 vears: the soldier receives 
maximum longevity pay at the end of 26 
years and enjoys it but 10. See respective 
puy tables. 

(ec) First and Second Grades. First and 
second grades in the Army and Navy are 
receiving the same rates of pay—$126 
and $84. But—in the Navy—there is an 
acting appointment grade that pays $99 
base. The Army has no such grade. 

The present Army pay scale (enlisted) 
is fairly well graduated. excepting that 
there is too great a difference between 
the pay of the second and first grades. 
In effect, the War Department says that 
a first or technical sergeant is worth $84 
hase per month, but if promoted to mas- 
ter sergeant, his efficiency and worth to 
the Government increases 50 per cent. Is 
nu master sergeant 50 per cent better ma- 
terial than any first sergeant in any regi- 
ment?

’ BUDGETING PAY. 
Editor, Arwu and Navy Journat: 


PLEASE ACCEPT my contribution to the 

pay diseussion. If. my obligations were 
not as they are my salary would be sufficient 
to permit me some savings. Even as it is, I 
am able to pay my last month's bills with my 
last month’s pay check. but alas for the 
balance in the bank. -There is no wonder 
that so many banks fail, for there are, no 
doubt, many accounts which look like mine 
by the 10th of the month. But even as it 
is I am considered something of a financier 
by-my brother officers, because they think 
that I do not run into debt. Little do they 
know the truth, and pride would not permit 
me to tell them that'I have to borrow on 
my Government insurance and resort to the 
customary note in the bank from time to 
time. There is one saving grace for the 
banker in having commissioned officers’ 
accounts. He gets interest, even if he gets 
no nice accounts from them. 

Many civilians believe we have some or 
all of our clothes furnished by the Govern- 
ment. Would that it were true. Possibly 
some members of Congress believe we have 
our families treated by the Army dentists 
and medicos. About all we can get from 
the dentist is a temporary filling to be later 
renlaced by another temporary filling. Then 
we have to go to a civilian dentist with the 
family*anfway. The Army dentist is just 
tou busy ‘to do anything for the family. 
The civilian dentist gets the small change 
from the pay check. 

At the present time T’am on R. O. T. € 
detail. My wife and I are expected to asso- 
ciate with high type people, and we want 





to do <0, since we did that before we came 
into the Army... It is rather a_ strain, 
though, often our civilian friends make 


more money than we do. Of course, if we 
never went out socially and never had our 
friends in our-home, we would eut down 
some expenses. But I do not believe that 
this would be expected of us. 

My wife and I can save something, but 
very little. We must save something, for 
we face 1 possibility of retirement at 21: 
per ccnt per year, though, of course, I 
think that possibility to be very remote. 
A building and loan account of $15 per 
month, together with my life insurance, 
represents our ‘systematic saving. I feel 
that I must provide for my family in case 
of my death. By insurance alone can I do it. 
My salary is insufficient to provide such a 
sum since I am only a captain, commis- 
sioned a first lieutenant July-1, 1920. ‘The 
wide, wide world knows what I make. 

Would you care to know something of 
how I spend my moncy? ‘I wear half soled 
shoes, have my céats relined, wear a civilian 
hat two years if it is fit to be blocked in 
the fall after one winter’s wear, and wear 
an Army hat.or cap from three to five years. 














My last winter’s suit was purchased at a 
sale the summer before. My straw hat for 
1929 was purchased about August, 1928, also 
at a sale. My last winter’s overcoat was 
hought and paid for during the winter of 
1926. Last fall I bought my second Army 
overcoat since I have been in the service. 
I fancy I look rather decent for an old 
fellow with so many wrinkles in his neck, 
due principally to the wind and weather in 
the service of my country. Do my ex- 
penses sound extravagant? I wou!d be 
thrilled to wear blues, but they would have 
to be those of some one else, for I can not 
afford them. Please do not think I am near- 
ing a strike for more pay. I am not. I 
dont’ get sore about it. I made my choice, 
and I like it. But I would like to have just 
a bit more money fer margin, so that I 
would not have to watch my step so closely 
and skate on thin ice so often. It is not 
reasonable for me to expect the things that 
have come to some of my old school friends 
and I do not expect them, but I do wonder 
what I am going to use for money when it 
comes time to send our youngster to school 
and colleze, and what I shall use for 
clothes if she does get to go. Of course, 
she will go. We will find a way. 

When on detail away from troops there 
is.no provision for our families to have any 
dental or medical attention at all except 
by civilians, for which we pay from our 
personal funds, This is not generally 
understood. 

I feel that something remedial will be 
done by the Congress, both on promotion 
and pay, before I get too old to care. At 
the age of 38 one still cares a lot that he 
has held one rank almost for 10 years. 
But that is not the worst of it. I face the 
absolute certainty of being a captain for at 
least 20 more years. It makes me sick to 
face it. I don’t believe I shall have to. 
Promotion and pay are so closely allied 
that I believe they will be changed to- 
gether. It seems to me that the pay of 
the retired officers should a'so be increased 
and that they should get three-fourths of 
their pay and allowances instead of three- 
fourths of their pay. Retirement of an 
officer is pretty hard‘on him. Today he 
is a major general; tomorrow he is an old 
man. ‘Today he is a battery commander; 
tomorrow just a cripple. Thirty or forty 
years spent on one job, and tomorrow 
nothing to do. It hurts a man. 

In writing this letter I want to be cor- 
rectly understood. I am not starving to 
death. My. family are not going in rags. 
We are not barefoot. But the truth of the 
matter is that we do not throw many things 
away until the good is worn out of them. 
We just cannot afford to do it. It seems 
that I am going to have something to save 
each month but by the time the end of the 
month comes around there is nothing left. 
Something comes along and calls for the 
money. We are not extravagant. We don't 
go to a movie more than once a month and 
not even that often. We have other amuse- 
ments Lut moderate ones in cost. I am 
convinced that the trouble is that the pay 
check is just not large enough. One dollar 
will cover so much ground. What I need 
is to have my pay in rubber dollars which 
will stretch, or have more silver ones. 

It is out of place to submit too much 
personal affairs in a letter of this kind. 
I have mentioned some items tending to 
show certain conditions which exist. I be- 
lieve they are general. I do know that we 
get along better than the average army 
officer and have more left over from our 
pay than the most of them. If what I 
say is true of my family, I know it is more 
than true of others with more numbers in 
them. I don’t know how they make it and 
have money enough to go anywhere de- 
cently dressed or keep up their social obli- 
gations in any way. We will never be able 
to buy blues unless we just go in the hole 
to do it. with no visible means to pay out 
with except by little dribs, so much per 
month. Hence I believe our money is not 
enough because with careful spending and 
close watch on the check book, we don’t 
seem able to accumulate much. 

Plense accept this Ietter, longer than it 
should have been and longer than I in 
tended it to be when I began it, in the 
spirit it is sent. Looking back on the last 
ten years I find happiness and so few re- 
grets. I am Army broke now. I have lost 
touch with my former profession. I am 
sticking by the Army. But a_ little more 
money would come in so handily. Please 
bear in mind that those of us in the serv- 
ices cannot demand, but can just let the 
truth be known and await the action of 
the Congress. The skin is worn now from 
my nose from the action of the grindstone. 
I would like to get it a little further awa; 
for a change.

RENT ALLOWANCE. 

irmy and Nary Journal: 
1 AM writing to you in behalf of the 
, officers who are on duty away from a 
post and who, therefore, receive rental 
allowance. 

As a general rule any officer who lives 
out of a post is put te an additional ex- 
pense. Take my case for instance: IT am 
a Colonel of 39 vears of service and will 
have 40-vears service by June 15 this 
vear. My pay in a post where quarters 
are. furnished is $500 plus $36 with de- 
pendents, total $536. The maximum is 
fixed by law at $7,200 or $660 per month, 
but I cannot even get the maximum as 
there is no further increase for length of 
service after 30 vears. When 1 live out 
of a post IT get the folowing: $500 pay plus 
$36 rations and $64 rental allowance 
total $600. So, LT am penalized, $120 less 
$64 equals $56 per month, for living out 
of a post. 

My pay should be as follows: Pay 
rental allowance $126, rations, $36, making 
a total of $656 with dependents. To be 
fair the maximum limit should be raised 
to $656 per month $7,872 when on a rental 
status. However, in most all cases this 
pay of $120 per morth would not cover 
the extra expense an officer Irs to bear

$500, 
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in living outside of a post. He has to 
buy furniture such as, dining room table, 
tables assorted, desk, chests of drawers, 
chairs assorted, and in some cases, ice 
bex, cooking range, hot water, heater; and 
extra expense of looking after the grounds 
and odd jobs about the house, dental and 
medical treatment for family. 

I find my extra expense due to living 
outside of a post is, by actual record, just 
$42 per month more than it cost me to 
live in a post. Now this does not include 
the extra expense of furniture, etc., men- 
tioned above. 

It seems to me that this rental allow- 
ance should be paid to an officer in full 
when he lives outside a post and that the 
maximum paz: in all grades should include 
the rental allowance. In ease of a Colonel 
the maximum should be: Pay $500, rental 
$120, rations $36, maximum $656. Lt. Col. 
—Pay $479.17, rental $120, rations with 
dependents $36, maximum $635.17. 

According to present pay table there is 
no increase in pay in grade after 30 years 
service. Why should this be? In civil 
life a man’s pay generally increases with 
his length of service. In a post there is 
no difference in the pay of a Brigadier 
General and a Colonel of 30 years service. 
..n increase in rank should certainly carry 
with it an increase in pay. 

In case of Captains on duty at this Uni- 
versity, by actual cost accounts they have 
an added expense of $39 per month above 
what it would cost them to live in a post. 
From the above cases it is certain that 
some increase in pay should be made for 
officers on rental allowance status. Due 
to increase in cost of living a general in- 
erease all along the line is necessary. 

—-RENTAL ALLOWANCE Status. 
C, A. C. MAJOR’S VIEWS. 
Editor. Army and Navy Journal]: 

N REGARD to the question of pay anom- 
: alies, I wish to call attention to the in- 
justice that exists in the case of an officer 
being promoted to field grade who has less 
than fourteen or more than seventeen years’ 
service. In my case with eight and one- 
half years’ enlisted service, or a total of 
nineteen years, upon promotion to grade 
of major I found that my expenses increased 
about twenty per cent and I got not a red 
cent extra. There is no use in trying to 
make me or anyone believe that increase 
in grade does not give an increase in liv- 
ing expenses, for it is not so. Do away 
with the other anomaly which allows a 
major and lieutenant colonel to draw the 
Same pay as a colonel and only twenty- 
five dollars a month less than a brigadier 
general and let us get back to a pay sched- 
ule that is equitable and fair, so that an 
officer may be permitted to live up to the 
standard that is required of him and not 
a to sacrifice when he is advanced in 
grade, 


MAJOR C. A.C. 
ENLISTED PAY INADEQUATE. 


Kditor, Army and Navy Journal: 
I HAVE just read with a great deal of 
interest, a letter written to the Journal 
by a sergeant-instructor of the National 
Guard anent his difficulties on trying to 
live decently on his present allowances, 
and I hasten to inform him through your 
columns ‘that there are many others in 
his same condition. ’ 
I have been on duty with the National 
Guard for five years and today finds me 
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exactly where I started—nothing laid up 
for the proverbially rainy day. I, too, have 
a family and neither myself nor my family 
have ever been extravagant: CGouldn’t be if 
we were so inelined.~ At my station, living 
expenses, I believe, are some higher than 
in other parts of the country. We must 
keep up appearances if we are to be the 
models expected of us. Suitable quarters 
cannot be obtained on the present allow- 
ance of $35 per month. I am fortunate in 
that I have commissary privileges, but when 
the monthly bills are paid, I perforce must 
forego the purchase of that civilian suit 
of clothes which I have wanted and necded 
for so long. 

The question arises naturally—‘‘Why 
don’t you get out of the service if you 
can’t live on your allowances?” That is 
answered by simply saying—I know nothing 
else. I love the service. always have, and 
will probably remain until retirement. I, at 
least, have Warrant Officer’s pay to look 
forward to at retirement. For a good 
many years I have been looking forward 
also to a promotion in the noncommissioned 
grade and all the opportunities which the 
raise in pay would undoubtedly afford but 
I see no early prospect of that. Would it 
not be a solution of the problem if the 
plan of promotion was changed by having 
competitive examinations for higher grades 
in the D. FE. M. L.? I find that it is not a 
difficult task to advance in the commis- 
sioned grade (O. R. C.), but regardless of 
how laboriously one may endeavor to per- 
form his duties in the noncommissioned 
grade. his chances of “going up” are slim 
indeed. Recruits are often enlisted in the 
Organized Reserves and, if clerically in- 
clined, immediately given Staff Sergeants’ 
rating. Why is this? : ¢ 

I am not. soured on the world in any 
sense for I have managed to exist. Indeed, 
I have become such a good “Budgeteer”— 
by necessity--that I believe myself capable 
of carrying out any program of economy, 
with some intelligence. 

The Jovrnal has alwovs heen friendlv 
to the enlisted man and I wish to thank 
you, not only for myself but for all my 
comrades, for the occasional space you 
allow us in your columns. There are times 
when we have to get it off our chests and 
I know of no other egress.

Test Tank Armor 
Aberdeen Proving Ground (Special). 
-Tests of tank armor with nitrited sur- 

face were initiated this week. Results 

indicate fair resistance to penetration. 

Firings were made of about 2,500 rounds 
of caliber 30 M1 ammunition, made up of 
samples taken from various blocks manu- 
factured at Frankford Arsenal. The pur- 
pose was to test the general functioning 
of ammunition in rifles and machine guns, 
in addition to individual tests conducted 
on each separately. The ultimate ob- 
ject is to prevent unsatisfactory ammuni- 
tion from being accepted and issued. 

The corrosion and erosion tests of chro- 
mium-plated rifle and machine-gun bar- 
rels were continued. Over 20,000 rounds 
have already been fired, with accuracy un- 
diminished.

HE SENATE HAS passed the Reed promotion bill as reported by its Military 

Committee. When the House Military Committee is organized, hearings, prob- 
ably on that measure, will be held. What these hearings will produce remains to 
be seen; but at least we can forecast that the Senate proposal will not be accept- 
able in its present form to the lower branch of Congress. 


HE FACT THAT there will be differences between the two Houses is not sur- 
prising, nor is it to be interpreted as indicating there will be no promotion legis- 


lation. We are more convinced than ever that at the next session there will be 


action. 
By pushing his measure through the Senate, Senator Reed has done a real serv- 


ice since he has put the legislation that much farther along toward enactment. 
The Army, whether for or against his measure, will be grateful to him for the 


progress made. 


E ARE LOOKING forward confidently to unofficial exchanges of views by Mr. 

Reed and Congressman James. The latter is flatly opposed to the Reed bill. 
He continues determinedly in favor of the single list for the Air Corps. He wants 
a balanced personnel for the other branches with a just system of promotion. He 
is a fighter and a stayer, but he realizes that all legislation is compromise. When 
he and Senator Reed get together—and as both are striving for a system based 
on justice, they will—everything will move smoothly towards an enactment which 
will be of infinite value to the Army. 


F COURSE THE situation of the personnel measures for the Navy and Marine 

Corps is different from that of the Army. There are no complications. But 
Congress apparently is determined not to give the sea services relief without pro- 
viding relief for the Army. In other words, the fate of the measures is more or less 
bound up together. We hope and expect the Senate, now that it has passed an Army 
measure, will pass without delay the Navy and Marine Corps bills. The House 
must defer action until its Naval Committee is organized. 


T MAY BE Congress will withhold the creation of its Pay Commission, but we 

will not be discouraged. We are assured that immediately after the House 
Military Committee is organized, it will hold hearings. The House Naval Com- 
mittee will do likewise. In the meantime, it is most desirable that the interde- 
partmental board compose its differences and present a report which will be unani- 
mous. Division would be a serious bar to legislation. We urge the Board to reach 
an agreement on all details and then buttress it with unanswerable arguments. 
That will help the enactment the Services so sorely need. 


WE HAVE A keen interest in the well being and contentment of the chaplains 
of the Services. For this reason, we have followed with close attention the 
legislation the Army branch is advocating. The temper of Congress is such that 
no hope can be held out at this time for military rank. Congress is entirely willing 
to increase the pay of chaplains, but it will not grant rank and the uniform as to 
other officers. We suggest the chaplains consider the actual situation carefully 
(we are sure of the facts as described above) and get as much as they can now— 
and Congress will give them a great deal. But not, as we have said, the right to 
military rank and the insignias thereof. 


ONSCRIPTION HAS MANY complications. The War Department sent a bill to 

4“ Congress, which the American Legion opposes on the ground that the draft 
should apply to capital and industry as well as to personnel. The American Fed- 
eration of Labor believes there should be a system of conscription for war, and 
inclines to the Legion’s views. In other words, conscription is accepted as a prin- 
ciple, and it is a mere matter of agreement as to the method of enforcement. We 
understand Congressman James is displaying personal interest in this question and 
has been in consultation with President Green of the Federation of Labor, Legion 
officials and the War Department. Hearings will be held next winter, and doubt- 
less a bill will be reported, which will be satisfactory to all but the ultra-pacifists. 
This is a step in the right direction. 


WIGHT F. DAVIS, recently retired as Secretary of War, has been appointed 

Governor General of the Philippines. This action reflects credit upon the selec- 
tive ability of President Hoover. Mr. Davis was for five years either in direct con- 
tact with or in personal charge of the Insular Bureau of the War Department. 
Consequently, he knows the Washington end of colonial administration and the 
policies which can be pursued that will appeal to the President and the Congress. 
In the Islands he will have the support of the Army, and its value Mr. Davis himself 
will not underestimate. We wish the new Governor General a happy and successful 
administration. 


(THERE WILL BE further naval disarmament talk just as soon as the British 

elections are over. Assurances are given that the British, French, Italian and 
Japanese governments will give intensive and collective study to the Gibson “relative 
values” formula. Of course, each will be guided solely by the necessities of its own 
situation, while at the same time making a gesture designed to appeal to disarma- 
ment sentiment and also to show consideration for the United States. We anticipate 
a great deal of talk on this subject, but so far as results are concerned they promise 
to be negligible unless President Hoover and Congress will agree to continued naval 
inferiority, and this is unlikely with the sharp lesson of the Washington Conference 
deep in the minds of the American people. 





(CONGRESSMAN JAMES WILL see that Congress during the next session enacts 

“ the “educational orders” bill. This happy action will be a forward step in pre- 
paredness. The manufacturers, with a patriotic interest beyond praise, have noti- 
fied Mr. James that they have no desire for any profit from educational orders. 
This will be so stated in the measure to come before Congress.

T. COMDR. RICHARD HAIGHT GIF- 

FORD, Corps of Civil Engineers, U. S. 
N.,. died on May 12, 1929, at Washington, 
D. C., after an illness of several months, 
The funeral took place on May 14 at Ar- 
lington National Cemetery, where the body 
was interred. 

Lt. Comdr. Gifford entered the Naval 
Service in June, 1917, from civil life. He 
was a graduate of Lehigh University, hav- 
ing received the degree of Civil Engineer 
from that school in 1914. Prior to enter- 
ing the Navel Service, Comdr. Gifford was 
connected with the Midvale Steel Company 
of Wilmington, Del. 

After a short period of duty as assistant 
to the Public Works Officer of the Naval 
Training Station at Great Lakes, Iil., he 
was assigned to take over the duties of 
Public Works Officer of the Naval District 
Base, New London, Conn. This was during 
the height of the war period activities 
and the work involved the handiing of im- 
portant operations of large magnitude, He 
wes later (in Mar., 1919) assigned to duty 
as assistant and acting Public Works Of- 
ficer of the Naval Proving Grounds, Indian 
Head, Md. ie 

In Mey, 1920, he was appointed Civil 
Engineer member of the Naval Alaskan 
Coal Commission, a. duty on which he was 
engaged until September, 1921. During this 
period he mede a comprehensive study of 
the Matanuska coal fields in Alaska and 
designed coaling stations at Anchorage, 
Portage Bay, and Seward, Alaska. 

After a brief tour of duty at the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks, he was assigned, in 
June, 1922, as Public Works Officer of the 
Naval Air Station, Pensacola, Fla., and of 
the Eighth Naval District. 

In July, 1925, he was recalled to the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks to take over 
the duties of Project Manager of the Avia- 
tion Section of that Bureau. He was given 
additional duty, also, ds Officer in Charge 
of Public Works in the Bureau of Aerc- 
nautics.

“Comdr. Gifford’s record of successful 
accomplishment in the important and dif- 
ficult duties to which he was assigned gave 
promise of a brilliant future.

there are many—who say: “Draft every- 
thing—draft dollars—draft labor—draft 
property. If soldiers lives are drafted at 

ridiculous pay—draft everything else.” 

Now. you can’t do these things in this 
way. If you take property our Constitu- 
tion says you must pay “just compensa- 
tion.” Just compensation for a dollar is a 
dollar, and drafting dollars would be futile. 
That same great charter says “no slavery,” 
and the enforced labor of any man for any 
private master has repeatedly been defined 
as slavery. You can draft men for Govern- 
ment service, but you cannot draft labor 
in the sense here considered. 

Labor Directed. 

As to labor, while you cannot draft it— 
in other words, you cannot say “Work 
here,” you can say “Don’t work there.” 
For example during the war a list of em- 
ployments regarded as not essential to the 
conduct of the war was drawn up by the 
draft authorities in conference wi'tr the 
War Industries Board and it was provided 
that any man found in an: of those em- 
ployments would be taken for military 
service regardless of any other valid claim 
to exemption or deferment he might have. 
Women and old men took the place of able- 
bodied labor in so-called less-essential em- 
ployments and thus labor, still enjoying a 
choice among a host of essential employ- 
ments, was not permitted either to remain 
idle or to withhold its full contribution to 
the winning of the war. The practice of 
the World War may be carried very much 
further if a situation ever requires it sim- 
ply lengthening the list of sess essential 
employments anc tightening the rules. 

Capital Regulated. 

As to capital a similar solutior was 
adopted. We did not say to dollars “You 
must serve here.” We did say “You must 
not serve there.” That is, a Capital Issues 
Committee was set up and no issues were 
permitted to be issued anywhere in the 
United States until after they had been 
submitted to that committee. Capital can 
be required to confine itself to operations 
essential to the winning of the war. Its 
rate can be regulated and its effectiveness 
eontrolled. Thus, while there can be no 
draft of dollars, tLere can be an effective 
mobilization of dollars, and anyone consid- 
ering this problem must always carefully 
distinguish between the word “draft” and 
the word “mobilization.” The forme: indi- 
cates an impossible conscription of the un- 
willimg. ‘The latter indicates cooperation 
toward a common end under wise guidance 
and relying on persuasion rather than on 
force, although it must be admitted that 
behind the persuasion there is always the 
iron hand within the velvet gleve. 

Of course, if the iron hand has to be 
gently applied it simply means that the 
nation is not at one with the war, and no 
nation in that condition ever ought under- 
take a war and certainly never will win 
one. 

Thus between the extreme drafters of 
everything and the extreme advocates of 
no control at all, I have heard no better 
plan than the wise, moderate and pecu- 
liarly American plan of passing the na- 
tion's problems back to the people of the 
nation to solve by cooperation and self- 
sacrifice which was adopted by the war 
government of the United States in the 
World War. 

Unity Essential. 

The application of that plan, besides 
meking the nation a coherent unit in time 
of war, impress upon every class in so- 
ciety a sense of its own responsibility. Let 
it be known that this universal responsi- 
bility will be enforced—no class—social, 
financial or industrial—will fail to under- 
stand that, in case ef war, it will have to 
bear its fair share of the burdens involved, 
and to make sacrifices of profit, conven- 
ience, and personal liberty correlative with 
those made by the soldiers in the field. To 
this extent the plan would act as a posi- 
tive deterrent to any hasty recourse in 
international controversy. 

I suspect that some of you may remark 
the earnestness with which I state this 
case and, perhaps, think: 

“Of course it is a certain conclusion that 
this intelligent nation would not turn hack 
the pages of history 50 years or fail to 
adopt a plan that was universally approved 
and applauded at the close of the war.” 

Unfortunatelt, few men had the whole 
picture of what was done. There is no 
adequate history of it, and the War De- 
partment has been entrusted by law with 
preparation of industrial mobilization. Act- 
ing under this statute the Army has a plan 
to assume a thinly conceived function simi- 
lar to that of the War Industries Board. 

I hardly need to point out the folly of 
this. The Army is a fighting machine. Its 
methods are not the methods of American 
business. It could not learn these lessons 
in a week. It could not command men of 
the ability necessary to sit on the great 
committee on which this plan is based. 
In a word, its methods are driving meth- 
ods. Our industry must be led—not driven, 
It would be impossible fer the Army to 
lead our industry inte a business-like mo- 
bilization for modern war. 

Fer Industries Board. 

The task of industrial mobilization is so 
vast that if the Army tried it, it would 
have neither energy nor talent left to do 
its real job, which is te fight. It might 
work a catastrophe for the Army to per- 
sist in its present position which practi- 
cally ignores the economic experience of 
our country in the World War. Besides, 
the Army is only one unit in the conduct 
of war. lI appeal t» you to study this ques- 
tion in all of its phases and te stand 
squarely behird the War industries 
Board's experience in an effort te have it 
used and not to have substituted for that 
dearly bought knowledge schemes fer the 
purpose of either omitting or making more 
harsh or leaving in the wrong hands the 
only organization which has ever demon-

strated as adequate te do or attempt to do 
the things discussed in this brief paper. 

In my best judgment the proved plan 
provides the only way.

(3) To bring against the encmy the 
whole economic strength of the nation as 
well as its maximum by bringing economic 
hardship to the minimum: 

(4) To preserve civilian morale to the 
maximum military strength; 

(5) To leave the economi. structure at 
the end of the war net only unimpaired, 
but actually strengthened by the strain 
put upon it. 

These things are of an importance so 
great that no words ef mine can gauge if 
and, as I said in the beginniny, if they are 
preperly foreseen and previded for they 
will present this peaceful nation as a po- 
tential war-engine of such overwhelming 
power as to influence, if net to keep, the 
peace of the whole world. 





Q. M. Maintains Army Museum 
OFFICERS of the Army who intend 

to visit Washington or are stationed 
there should visit the Quartermaster 
Exhibit Room maintained in the office 
of the Quartermaster General which is 
designed to show every article used in 
feeding, clothing, and _ sheltering the 
soldier, and the accessories to various 
Army transport media. 


The exhibit was assembled under the 
present Quartermaster General last year. 
Its primary object is to display samples 
of every detail of equipment furnished by 
the Quartermaster Corps to the various 
Arms and Services, in so far as they can 
be set up in the space available. Inci- 
dentally, there are various items of his- 
toric interest exhibited here, including 
some rather startling curiosities; and very 
vivid historic paintings carry the mind 
from the campaigns of the Revolution to 
those of the World War. The exhibit also 
affords manufacturers who intend te bid 
for contracts to suppiy the Army with their 
products the opportunity to examine sam- 
ples of the articles in current use. 

The classes of articles in this little Army 
museum are arranged in groups according 
to the material from which they are made 
and the uses for which they are designed. 
Notable is a Cavalry pack cooking kit, with 
the divers aluminum utensils—simple in 
manufacture but obviously of great adapt- 
ability. Then follow metal parts for the 
pack frame, harness, mountain wagons, 
escort wagons, and hand carts. Leather 
items follow, halters, saddle bags, stirrups, 
straps, the components parts of a training 
saddle, whips, pouches, etc. Next canvas 
is represented in pouches, kit bags, gren- 
ade carriers, and saddle cloths. 

Prominent among curiosities in the ex- 
hibit are the articles made from paper in 
Germany. They include harness, knapsacks, 
trouser-stripes, brossards for prisoners’ 
uniferms. Another curiosity is the largest 
pair of trousers manufactured in the Quar- 
termaster service—that for a man of 300- 
odd pounds, six feet seven inches tall, and 
having a girth of 56 inches, hung abeve a 
pair for a 90-pounder with a 36 waist. 

Most curious of all, however, is a Phil- 
ippine carabao—a husky buffalo—-stuffed, 
drawing a primitive cart. with bambeu 
frame and crude: spokeless. wooden wheels, 
Progress in Army transportation is illus+ 
trated by a plaster pack-horse, ceared ind 
ready fer the march, and a_ harnessed 
animal all set to be hitched to a gun- 
caisson. 

Another exhibit contains specimens of 
the work done in the Army Motor Trans- 
port Schoel at Holabird, Md.—carburetors, 
belts, bushings, bearings, valves, pistons, 
connecting rods, running-board step-plates, 
cushions, tops, and other automobile parts 
and accessories. 

Types of tents, foreign uniform cloth, 
dress uniform chevrons, boots and shoes 
of every type worn in the Army, sketches 
submitted in the Wright Memorial Exhibi- 
tien, colorful battle pictures, and drawings 
of buildings erected and under erection by 
the Quartermaster Construction Service 
are some of the many other exhibits on 
display.
